of Superintendence or to be executed on behalf of the Contractor, 
and in consideration of such tolls or rates ; but shall not allow any 
such last-mentioned work without being satisfied that the expense of 
executing the same will exceed the sum of Three hundred Pounds, 
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iiov allow more than halt the sum required for making, repairing or 
improving a bridge partly in, or a road bounding, the county and an 
adjoining county ; and shall decide on the propriety and mode of selling 
any hereditaments vested in the Committee of Superintendence, and not 
required for the purposes of this Act ; and may allow money for reim- 5 
bursing the reasonable expenses of the Members of the Committee of 
Superintendence in the execution of their respective duties, and also for 
making compensation for loss or diminution in the value of every ferry 
occasioned by erecting within the limits thereof any bridge under this Act ; 
and shall cause the money allowed for such cotnpensalion to be paid, or 10 
secured to the satisfaction of the party entitled thereto, and (if neces- 
sary) on the tolls (if any) to be taken for the use of such bridge ; and 
shall, from time to time, with the approval of the Board of Public 
Works in Ireland, appoint and change Commissioners for effecting 
any work executed under this Act, for the completion whereof such 15 
appointment may be necessary, and fix the remuneration of such 
Commissioners, which shall be paid as part of the expenses of their 
commission ; and empower such Commissioners to impose and to 
determine the mode of levying rates for defraying the expenses of 
executing and maintaining such work; and shall also give directions 20 
for duly applying any fund, created under this Act, for Emigration, and 
as to the numbers, distribution and prices when sold, of the copies 
ordered iinder-this Act to be printed.
